LAW  RESPECTING  CARRIAGE, 

Shewing  how  far   Carriers  are  responsible. 

There  is  always  an  implied  contract  in  law,  on  the 
part  of  every  Carrier  or  Barge-mafter,  to  be  anfwer- 
able  for  the  goods  he  carries,  unlefs  the  goods  are

confumed  or  damaged  by  the  act  of  God,  as  by  light- 
ning, a  fudden  guft  of  wind,  &c. 

If  a  man  delivers  goods  to  a  Common  Carrier,  to 
carry  to  a  certain  place,  and  he  lofes  them,  an  action 
upon  the  cafe  lies  againft  him;  for  by  the  cuftom  of 
the  realm,  he  ought  to  carry  them  fafely.  And  if  he  be 
a  Common  Carrier,  though  there  be  no  agreement  or 
rate  fettled,  or  promifed  of  payment,  yet  he  may  re- 
cover his  hire,  on  a  quantum  meruit,  and  therefore 
{hall  be  liable  for  lofs  and  damages. 

It  is  clearly  refolved,  that  if  a  Carrier  be  robbed,  he 
mall  anfwer  for  the  value  of  the  goods;  for  he  has 
his  hire,  which  implies  an  undertaking  for  the  fafe 
cuftody  and  delivery  of  them,  which  charges  him  at 
all  events:  and  this  political  inftitution  was  intro- 
duced, the  better  to  fecure  people  in  their  dealings, 
and  to  prevent  Carriers,  who  are  often  entrufted  with 
things  of  the  greateft  value,  from  confederating  with 
robbers,  &c.j 

A  Carrier  is  not  accountable  for  cam,  or  other 
valuable  articles,  unlefs  delivered  to  him  as  fuch,  and 
paid  for  at  an  advanced  rate.  The  true  principle  of 
a  Carrier's  being  anfwerable  is  the  reward;  and  a 
higher  price  ought  in  confidence  to  be  paid  him  for 
the  infurance  of  money,  and  other  valuable  things, 
than  for  infuring  common  goods  of  little  value.  He 
may  make  a  fpecial  contract,  or  he  may  refufe  to  con- 
tract, in  extraordinary  cafes,  unlefs  on  extraordinary 
terms. 

Carriers  are  accountable  in  cafe  of  fire,  as  deter- 
mined in  M.  25  G.  3. 


LAW  RESPECTING  CARRIAGE. 

If  a  Carrier  has  goods  Jtolen  from  him,  he  may  pre- 
fer an  indictment  againft  the  felon,  as  for  his  own 
goods;  for  though  he  has  not  the  actual  property,  yet 
he  has  fuch  a  pofTeiTory  property,  that  he  may  main- 
tain an  action  of  trefpafs  againft  any  one  who  takes 
them  from  him,  and  may  therefore  indict  a  thief  for 
taking  them.  The  indictment  would  alfo  have  been 
good,  had  it  been  brought  by  the  real  owner. 

A  Carrier  fhall  not  evade  the  law,  by  refufmg  to 
carry  goods  at  the  prices  limited:  for  if  a  Common 
Carrier,  who  is  offered  his  hire,  and  has  convenience, 
refufes  to  carry  goods,  he  is  liable  to  an  action,  in 
the  fame  manner  as  an  inn-keeper  who  refufes  to  en- 
tertain a  gueft,  or  a  fmith  who  refufes  to  fhoe  a  horfe. 

A  Carrier  may  refufe  to  admit  goods  into  his  ware- 
house at  an  unfeafonable  time,  or  before  he  is  ready 
to  take  his  journey:  but  he  cannot  refufe  to  do  the 
duty  incumbent  upon  him,  by  virtue  of  his  public  em- 
ployment. 

A  delivery  of  goods  to  the  Carrier's  fervant,  is  a 
delivery  to  the  Carrier;  and  if  they  are  delivered  to  a 
Carrier's  porter,  and  loft,  an  action  will  lie  againft 
the  Carrier. 

A  Carrier  may  refufe  to  deliver  goods  without  be- 
ing paid  his  hire.  And  if  the  goods  are  ftolen,  the 
right  owner  (hall  not  have  them  without  paying  fc  r 
the  carriage;  for  as  the  Carrier  is  obliged  to  receive 
and  carry  them,  the  law  will  not  deprive  him  of  the 
remedy  for  the  reward  due  for  the  carriage.

6d.  fterling  for  the  iirft  offence,  5s.  for  the  fe- 
cond,  and  10s.  for  every  fubfequent  offence;  and  all 
Porters  who  fay  they  are  engaged,  mall  fpecify  the 
perfon  by  whom,  and  the  hour  at  which,  they  are 
engaged,  and  they  fhall  not  refufe  to  be  employed  in 
the  interval,  between  the  time  they  are  required  to 
ierve  and  the  hour  of  their  engagement,  under  the 
penalties  aforefaid.  As  the  Porters  who  wear  badges 
on  their  breaft,  find  fecurity  for  their  honefly  and 
fidelity,  the  Magiftrates  recommend  it  to  the  inhabi- 
'  tants  to  employ  only  thofe  Porters  in  matters  of  im- 
portance.
